' Developments during tho week on the building of 
our aew hospital brought us no nearer than we 
have been since the people voted $60«i,000 for that 
purpose. The popular side of the question is un- 
doubtedly that taken by the physicians. For need 
0f this hospital is most decidedly apparent. 


Former Mayor Cunningham, despite tha unpop- 


ular sffle Of his argument, shows greater ptatesman- 
sbip. however, than any other one of his colleagues. 
Mr. Cunningham most aptly brings up the bold ques- 
tion, how is the city going to operate the hospital; 
tow' it is going to pay $36,000 a year interest, and 
the pro rata proportion for the sinking fund, from 
the city's present income? 


City finances, unless City Hall underestimates its 


money resources, are not only deplorable, but des- 
perate. The solution must he higher property values, 
and higher taxes, automatically. This la a most 
serious step. 
It affects everybody from common 


laborer to capitalist. 
It affects common labor more 


than capitalist. 
The common laborer pays his taxes 


when he pays his monthly rent; capital pays its 
taxes from Its rents. With a too hiph tax rate, v»e 
ehall have too high rents. Labor will either migrate. 
or wages will increase. Lima wants all the people 
aha has, and more. 
But the cost of living in Lima 


must be kept on a parity with the same cost in 
Other cities. 


We believe the City Commission should have 


pointed out to it, the means by which the hospital 
can be financed and operated, before it hastily sells 
its bonds and starts to pay interest. We bplieve this 
can be done thru private enterprise. 
We believe it 


must be so done. 


The people will never favor a municipally operated 


hospital, doomed to failure, before the first patient 
Is wheeled thru its doors.

DAUGHERTV'S RESIGNATION

signed. He has done what oxeryliody know he would 
do, his declaration that he would not quit under Ore 
notwithstanding.

It is regrettable that the inquiries which 


are being held at the capital are not dignified by 
common court practices. 
As they have be^n con- 


ducted, they are clearing houses for gossip and facts 
and fancies have been admitted in a conglomerate 
tnass to the detriment of both the country and in- 
pJlvidualB affected. 


If there te anything rotten 
in 
Washington, 


we want to know it and we want it cleared up. Cer- 
tainly there must be some fire where there is so 
much smoke. But BO far little headway has been 
made in sitting the grain from the chaff and we are 
ftbout as much in the dark now as when the lid 
was blown off as far as the guilty and innocent are 
concerned. 


There is a danger—and sornn politicians m&y be 


Jlaying for that very thing—of the whole affair being 
made so ridiculous that the public will demand that 
It be dropped without anything being accomplished. 
It would be a sin to do this as so many men and 
women are Involved and tbeir reputations are at 
stake. We would Insist upon the probes being com- 
pleted in a manner that will get results; would Insist

Since his visit here, the attorney general has vis- 


ited Toledo and denounced conditions found in Justice 
courts there.

AMAZING DISCLOSURES 


Crookedness and graft in high places has its bane- 


ful effect on others, lower down in the scale of of- 
ficial life. 
This has been true since the beginning 


of time, and perhaps will continue to be so so long as 
connivance for personal gain at public expense con- 
tinues in official life in the nation. 


While this may be fundamentally the reason for 


the 
most 
amazing disclosures revealed by state 


examiners when they inquire into the operations of 
magistrates' courts in the state, there also is the 
added incentive for picking up "easy money" by 
the very fact that systems avolved make for tempta- 
tion Jn an unusual manner along that particular line. 


Only a few days ago state examiners filed their 


report of an investigation of 16 villages in one Ohio 
county, in which findings totalling almost J62.000 
were returned, against officials of courts for the 
most part, where the bootlegger was made to pay 
tribute for his transgressions of the law. 


It was shown that many thousands of dollars 


were misappropriated by officials, other thousands 
of dollars were withheld from deposit, illegal fees 
were paid to illegally appointed and unlawfully con- 
tinued "card" enforcement officers. 


Gov. Donahey struck pay dirt when he fired the 


prohibition card men, and according to disclosures 
developing, his will also be the task of ridding the 
state of card men in the fish and game department, 
where fine splitting also appears to have been prac- 
ticed extensively. The disclosures made, and the 
indignation that is growing anent liquor courts and/ 
speed traps is not necessarily against the laws, but 
there is rightful resentment against the manner of 
their enforcement, for the enrichment of magistrates 
and arresting officials in all too many cases.

HONEY 


Surprised to see, writes Howard 


B., your statement in the press that 
he popular idea that honey can be 
used by diabetics who can not use 
cane sugar or other sweets is with- 
out 
foundation. 
Dr 
In- 


formed me two years ago that 
it 


was advisable to use honey, that it 
had none of the ill effects of rane 
ugar. 
What is the chemical form- 


ila of honey? How does it differ 
from cane sugar and from 
sugar 


syrup? What is the per capita con- 
sumption of sugar 
in the United 


States? 
How much can safely be 


used? 
How mi|ch honey used? 


Pure honey consists of a mixture 


of dextrose and levulose, which are 
Sugars practically identical 
with 


cane sugar (sucrose) as far as di- 
gestion and nutrition are concerned; 
there is ri small amount of 
cane 


sugar in. pure honey and when the 
bees are fed on syrup the portion of 
cane sugar may be as high as 8 per 
cent. 
There is about 20 to 25 per 


cent water. The flavor of honey is 
that of the nectar of the flowers 
from which the bees have extracted 
the eugar, plus that of^ formic acid 
and other secretions of the bees. 


There Is no evidence to support 


the theory that the sugar of honey is 
more readily digested or in. 
any 


other way superior to cane sugar, 
and certainly no reason to imagine 
a diabetic Individual can metabol- 
ize or utilize honey to better pur- 
pose than he can other sugars. 
It 


is the flavor, so highly prized by 
many people, that makes honey such 
a valuable food. 


Perhaps some of us doctors har- 


bor a certain prejudice against or- 
dinary sugar and sweets in 
the 


diet, due to the abuse of this class 
of foods and the evils caused -by 
excessive 
consumption: of sugars. 


Nevertheless 
cane., sugar or beet 


sugar or maple sugar or the sugar 
of honey 'la a perfectly good, sus- 
taining, energlzinz, quickly digesti- 
ble food and it is immaterial which 
of these forms of sugar you prefer 
to eat—suit your own taste in the 
matter. 
* 


The last report I saw of the per 


capita sugar consumption i£ the 
United States was rather staggering. 
I can't remember just how enormous 
it was, but I thought that if a fel- 
low had to carrp bis annual allow- 
ance on his back he'd need to stop 
frequently to eat some of it in order 
to sustain the strength of his heart 
for the task, 
thing 
else 


He couldn't eat any- 
which 
would 
more 


promptly or more efficiently give 
energy to his heart or to his vol- 
untary muscles either. Had I taken 
differential 
calculus—a sad error 


in my education—I should 
have 


figured out the ultimate fate of the 
fellow's sugar and hi» heart, by a 
method similar to that whereby a

JTHE NEW HOSPITAL 


' Developments during tho week on the building o! 
oar new hospital brought us no nearer than we 
have been since the people voted $600,000 for that 
purpose. The popular side of the question is un- 
doubtedly that taken by the physicians. For need 
0f this hospital is most decidedly apparent. 


Former Mayor Cunningham, despite the unpop- 


ular efde of his argument, shows greater statesman- 
ship, .however, than any other one of bis colleagues. 
Mr. Cunningham most aptly brings up the bold ques- 
tion, how i§ the city going to operate the hospital; 
bow it is going to pay $S6,000 a year interest, and 
the pro rata proportion for the sinking fund, from 
the city's present Income? 


City finances, unless City Hall underestimates its 


money resources, are not only deplorable, but des- 
perate. The solution must be higher property values, 
•nd higher taxes, automatically. This is a most 
serious step. 
It affects everybody from common 


laborer to capitalist. 
It affects common labor more 


than capitalist. The common laborer pays his taxes 
when he pays his monthly rent; capital pays its 
taTes from its rents. With a too high tax rate, -ne 
shall have too high rents. Labor will either migrnt*, 
or wages will Increase. Lima wants all the people 
she has, and more. But the cost of living In Lima 
must he kept on a parity with the same cost in 
Other cities. 


We believe the City Commission should 
have 


pointed out to It, the means by which the hospital 
ca-n be financed and operated, before it hastily P°!>? 
its bonds and starts to pay interest. AVe brl!ev» this 
can be done thru private enterprise. We believe it 
must be so done. 


The people will never favor a municipally operated 


hospital, doomed to failure, before the first patient 
is wheeled thru its doors.

DAUGHERTY'S RESIGNATION 


Attorney General Harry M. Paugheity has re- 


signed. He lias done ™hat even body know he would 
do, his declaration that he would not quit under lire 
notwithstanding. The funeral public knew that the 
weight, of public opinion sooner or later would force 
the president to "do what ^e did—literally fire his 
legal department head. 


President Coolid^e would have been far better off 


bad he taken this action long ago. Daugherty was 
too great a load to carry. 


And In this connection, we do not believe that 


Daugherty has been convicted of any wrong. 
We 


do not know what would be the 'outcome If all facts 
concerning his official and private conduct at Wash- 
ington were to be submitted to an impartial court 
under tbe rules of evidence. We do know that a 
great deal of hearsay evidence has been submitted 
and this certainty has had some effect upon the pub- 
lic mind. It Is regrettable that the Inquiries which 
are being held at the capital are not dignified by 
common court practices. 
Aa they have been con- 


ducted, they are clearing houses for gossip and facts 
and fancies have been admitted in a conglomerate 
knass to tbe detriment of both the country and In- 
(Slvtduals affected. 


If there la anything rotten 
in Washington, 


sre want to know it and we want it cleared up. Cer- 
tainly there must be some fire where time is BO 
tnuch smoke. But so far little headway has been 
made in sifting the grain from the chaff and we are 
about as much in the dark now as \vhen the lid 
Iras blown off as far as the guilty and innocent are 
concerned. 


There is a danger—and some politicians may be 


playing for that very thing—ot the whole affair being 
made eo ridiculous that the public will demand that 
it be dropped without anything being accomplished. 
It would be a sin to do this as so many men and 
women are involved and their reputations are at 
stake. We would insist upon the probes being com- 
pleted in a manner that will get results; would insist 


upon the guilty being brought to justice and pun- 
ished, and the innocent exonerated and the perjurera 
dealt with severely. 


We believe the Daugherty investigation should be 


continued as planned and all departmental matters 
sifted. 
The resignation of the 
attorney 
general 


should not stop it.

Since his visit here, the attorney general has vla- 


Jtrd Toledo and denounced conditions found in justice 
courts there.

department.

them popular In Columbus. Should he do so, the 
next Governor of Ohio might be named Crabbe.

AMAZING DISCLOSURES 


Crookedness and graft in high places has its bane- 


ful effect on others, lower down In the scale of of- 
ficial life. This has been true since the beginning 
of time, and perhaps will continue to be so so long aa 
connivance for personal gain at public expense con- 
tinues in official life in the nation. 


While this may be fundamentally tbe reason for 


the 
most 
amazing disclosures revealed by state 


examiners when they inquire into the operations of 
magistrates' courts In the state, there also is the 
added incentive for picking up "easy money" by 
the very fact that systems evolved make for tempta- 
tion in an unusual manner along that particular line. 


Only a few days ago state examiners filed their 


report of an investigation of 16 villages in one Ohio 
county, in which findings totalling almost $62,000 
were returned, against officials of courts for the 
most part, where the bootlegger was made to pay 
tribute for his transgressions of the law. 


It was shown that many thousands of dollars 


were misappropriated by officials, other thousands 
of dollars were withheld from deposit, illegal fees 
were paid to illegally appointed and unlawfully con- 
tinued "card" enforcement officers. 


Gov. 
Donahey struck pay dirt when be fired the 


prohibition card men, and according to disclosures 
developing, bis will also be tbe task of ridding the 
state of card men In the fish and game department, 
where fine splitting- also appears to have been prac- 
ticed extensively. The disclosures made, and the 
indignation that is growing anent liquor courts and* 
speed traps is not necessarily against the laws, but 
there is rigbtful resentment against the manner of 
their enforcement, for the enrichment of magistrate* 
and arresting officials in all too many cases.

had none of the ill effects of cane 
sugar. What Is the chemical form- 
ula of honey? How does it differ 
from cane sugar 
and from 
sugar 


syrup? What Is the per capita con- 
sumption of «ugar 
in the United 


States? 
How much can safely be 


used? 
How mujch honey used? 


Pure honey consists of a mixture 


of dextrose and levulose, which are 
Sugars practically identical 
with 


cane sugar (sucrose) as far aa di- 
gestion and nutrition are concerned; 
there is ft small amount of 
cane 


sugar in pure honey and when the 
bees are fed on sjrup the portion of 
cane sugar may be as high as 8 per 
cent. There is about 20 to 25 per 
cent water. The flavor of honey is 
that of the nectar of the flowers 
from which the bees have extracted 
the sugar, plus that of_ formic acid 
and other secretions of the bees. 


There Is no evidence to support 


the theory that the sugar of honey is 
more readily digested or in 
any 


other way superior to cane sugar, 
and certainly no reason to imagine 
a diabetic individual can metabol- 
ize or utilize honey to better pur- 
pose than he can other sugars. It 
is the flavor, so highly prized by 
many people, that makes honey such 
a valuable food. 


Perhaps some of us doctors har- 


bor a certain prejudice against or- 
dinary sugar and sweets in 
tbe 


diet, due to the abuse of this class 
of foods and the evils caused 
Jby 


excessive 
consumption' ot sugars. 


Nevertheless 
cane., sugar 
or beet 


sugar or maple sugar or the sugar 
of honey "is a perfectly good, sus- 
taining, energlzinz, quickly digesti- 
ble food and it is immaterial which 
ot these forms of sugar you prefer 
to eat—suit your own taste in tbe 
matter.

United states was rather staggering.

It ought not to be very difficult for a fairly intelligent citizen to realize 


that al! of the money which a public utility receives comes from the sale of its 
product to the public, and that out of receipts so secured, the cost of supply- 
ing its service to the public must bs paid. 


Inasmuch as a public utility has no other income except from its sales, 


it therefore follows that when its costs of operation increase to such an ex- 
tent that little or no margin remains between its operating .expenses and its 
gross receipts, additional income must be provided through increases in the 
selling prices of its service. 


Any public utility -\visely located and prudently constructed must be 


granted such rates as to enable it to efficiently serve its public. Such a utility 
managed with economy and good business judgment is entitled to earn enough 
to enable it to pay fair and reasonable wages to its necessary employes, to 
keep its plant and equipment in an efficient state, to pay its taxes, to pro- 
vide for a depreciation fund and to pay to the persons who have invested 
their money in the enterprise a reasonable return on such investment. 


It should not be difficult for an average citizen to see that any policy 


which starves a public utility automatically is reflected*on the municipality 
in which it operates, and that the net result of such a policy is shown in the 
impairment and curtailment of service through sheer inability of the utility 
to perform.
